The company will leave Cleve­ 
land early in the morning and are due 
at Philadelphia before midnight Sun­ 
day. 
They will come into Gettysburg 
over the Western Mrayland, and here 
the train is to be transferred to 
the 
Reading. 
It is due here at half past 
six and to leave five minutes later. 
With all the many notables visitors 
Getvsburg has had from time to time, 
visits of great singers to the town are 
comparatively rare.Madame Trentini’s 
work in grand opera has been princi­ 
pally in “ Lucia” and “Traviata.” Few 
Gettysburg people 
have 
seen 
and 
heard her but there are scores 
who 
have enjoyed the records in the mak­ 
ing of which she has had a part and 
which are usually a portion of the col­ 
lection of 
those w’ho own the 
now 
popular Victrola. 
It is to be regretted th at the fam­ 
ous singer 
will not make a 
longer 
stay in the town, but it is understood 
that the Sunday trip is being made in 
order to be present for the opening of 
a metropolitan engagement on 
Mon­ 
day.

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The linemen of the 
trolley line be­ 
tween Pen Mar 
and 
Lake 
Royer, 
worked eight long flours, hard 
and 
fast, to clear the track from limbs on 
trees W’hich had broken off under their 
weight of snow and ice. 
The freezing rain and snow during 
Monday put a great deal of weight on 
the limbs of trees and as the result 
large numbers 
of 
them broke 
off. 
About 75 good sized limbs were remov­ 
ed from the track between the termin­ 
al at Pen Mar 
and the lake. 
There 
was little traffic over that line during 
the day. 
While the 
linemen were a t work 
they could hear the sound of break­ 
ing limbs 
and the crash when they 
fell.* Limbs of enormous size fell un­ 
der the weight of the ice and snow. 
In addition to the trolley being held 
up by obstruction on the track on the 
mountain, there was also delay on the 
trolley wire. 


With their ultimate end the estab­ 
lishment 
of a modern and improved 
highway between Baltimore and Get­ 
tysburg. the commissioner- of Carroll 
County, Maryland, with a large dele­ 
gation of people from that county ap­ 
peared before 
the 
Maryland 
State 
Roads Commission on Tuesday. 
Some time ago a similar delegation 
from Baltimore County appeared be­ 
fore the Commission and made a prop­ 
osition to improve the turnpike from 
the Baltimore 
City line to Reisters­ 
town or up to the Carroll County line 
if the State would afterward take over 
the road. As the result of t hi~ request 
negotiations 
have been opened with 
the turnpike company to purchase the 
highway. 
The Carroll County people at the 
present 
time ask acquisition of the 
turnpike to Westminster, a distance of 
thirty miles, instead of the eighteen 
miles to Reisterstown. 
It is thought 
probable that favorable action will be 
taken on their request. 
There is no doubt that, if the State 
undertakes 
to buy, it will not take 
over a short stretch out the pike in its 
entirety. 
The people along 
the line 
want an up-to-date road, the pike not 
being regarded 
by them as satisfac­ 
tory. 
Should 
the 
improvement be 
made 
as far as 
Westminster, it i y 
more than likely 
that eventually it 
will be extended to the -tate line and 
connect with Gettysburg. 
With Maryland building the roa«! as 
far as the Pennsylvania line it would 
then be up to this state to improve 
the road from Gettysburg to Littles­ 
town, now on the general main high­ 
way plan of the State, and then on to 
the Maryland line, giving Gettysburg 
a fine highway to Baltimore.

paring to eat his breakfast and had 
raised himself from the pillow when 
he suffered a fatal heart attack and 
died almost instancy. 
About a month ago Mr. Trail was 
taken suddenly ill with acute Bright’s 
disease and heart 
complications. 
It 
was recognized then that the trouble 
was serious and a specialist was call­ 
ed into consultation. 
Mr. Trail rallied 
and his 
condition gave 
hopes of 
a 
temporary 
improvement. 
He 
later 
was able to be around the house and 
recently was able to go to the bank 
for a short time each day for a while.

The Morning Post of London pub­ 
lishes an editorial renewing the attack 
on tho British press censorship, with 
particular reference to the secrecy en­ 
joined on the British press regarding 
“a certain naval mishap now nearly a 
month old,” the particulars of which 
have appeared in American and other 
papers. 
“We should like to speak plainly on 
tills subject,” says the Morning Post, 
“yet the Tower may awalt us if we do. 
The British press is, iii fact, forbidden 
to mention a mishap to the British 
navy of which the press of the whole 
world is speaking. 
The German press 
has for some time been in full posses­ 
sion of the facts, which they gathered 
from America, and are gloating over 
them, not so much because they relate 
to a material loss, but because their 
suppression in England seems to them 
to offer evidence that the British na­ 
tion is in a state of panic and is not 
to be trusted with the truth. 
“Thus, for example, tho Kolnlsehe 
Zeb miff says: T he British government 
did moi dare to communicate this se­ 
rious loss to the nation bemuso It fear­ 
ed universal excitement. 
A very low 
estimate is thus placed by its own gov­ 
ernment on the nerves and character 
cf the English people, which gives one 
(ause to think.’ 
“We are bound to say that for once 
we agree with a German newspaper. 
It does give one cause to think. There 
Is involved a mishap of considerable 
material dimensions, no doubt, but 
nothing to en use anything more than 
a national sigh of regret, and It is 
treated by the government as if it were 
some appalling catastrophe, so dark 
that merely to read about It woald 
throw the nation into a state of frenzy. 
It Is ridiculous, but it Is also humiliat­ 
ing. 
We say plainly that it is un in­ 
sult not only to tho British press, but 
to tin' British nation.” 
Tho 
Morning Post 
attributes 
the 
blame 
for concealment to Winston 
Spelter Churchill, and again demands 
that the control of tin* admiralty lie 
left in the hands of exiM-rts. 


T a u n ts A n n oy tho Time*. 
The Times says in an editorial on 
the same subject: 
“The government have received aud 
still enjoy the full confidence of the 
nation, irrespective of party, but they 
are not rewarding adequately the trust 
reposed in them. <*n Tuesday we drew 
attention to the fact that a piece of 
new# with which the whole world out- 
side of those islands is acquaint**! was 
still being concealed. 
At first there 
were excellent reasons for concealing 
It, but t in " reasons no longer obtain. 
Members of any club wide ll receives 
American newspapeis may read it, and 
even see pictures of t h e (deletion 
by censor). 
The entire German press 
has known of it for many days, and 
we have cutin rous German newspa­ 
per* IU our i»o.,session in which It Is 
discussed wiih exaggerated exultation. 
“We have no sympathy 
whatever 
with thi* efforts made in other quar­ 
ters to base a general attack on the 
admiralty policy upon this isolated in­ 
cident. 
We Indio vc that in all essen­ 
tial matters the royal navy is in skill­ 
ed and competent hands. We are, how­ 
ever. very much concerned about the 
taunts now being leveled at the Brit­ 
ish government by the press of Ger­ 
many and America. 
“It i- being said and we are unable 
to answer tin* charge that our gov­ 
ernment Is afraid to trust the British 
public and will not tell them the truth. 
The government has placed the press 
of this country It* an exceedingly dif­ 
ficult position. 
We receive hundreds 
of letters asking us whether there is 
any 
foundation 
for 
various stories, 
which more often than not are fables. 
Up to a certain point we are always 
able in reply to rely upon the assur­ 
ance of th** government that it would 
deal 
with the country frankly. 
At 
present we cannot make this reply aud 
the results are deplorable. 


W ould Drop the Topic. 
“As a decision originally necessary 
has been foolishly maintained far too 
long. why not say so candidly and let 
us all drop this unwelcome topic?” 
The Daily Telegraph says iu an edi­ 
torial: 
“A misfortune not. happily, involving

The “certain naval mishap" referred 
to by tin* Morning Post is undoubtedly 
tin* loss of the battleship Audacious, 
which was sunk off Lough Swllly la 
Ireland on Oct 27.

Snowballs are prepared by winding 
little toys or favors in strips of cottou 
butting ho th a t tho balls may be |>er 
fectly round.
